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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Maeda 
(JP031 09760). 

Maeda (Fig 1, 2) discloses a stacked semiconductor chip package comprising: a 
substrate (12); a first chip (8) mounted on the substrate and electrically connected (11) 
to the substrate by a plurality of electrical leads; a second chip (4), electrically 
connected to the substrate by a plurality of electrical leads and having two opposed 
longitudinal sides defining a first length (horizontal; Fig 3); and a plate portion (3), 
mounted between the first chip and the second chip and connected to the first chip and 
the second chip (via 1 ), corresponding to the two longitudinal sides of the second chip, 
the plate having two opposed longitudinal sides defining a second length, the second 
length being larger than the first length to expose the opposed longitudinal sides of the 
plate (Fig 2; perspective along stack formation); wherein con^esponding to the two 
longitudinal sides of the second chip, the first chip has two opposed longitudinal sides 
defining a third length, and the third length is larger than the second length; wherein 
corresponding to the two longitudinal sides of the second chip, the second citip further 
has two opposed traverse (vertical direction) sides defining a first width, the plate further 
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has two opposed traverse sides (Fig 1, portion of bar portion) defining a second width, 
the second width is smaller than the first width; and the first chip has two opposed 
transverse sides defining a third width, and the second width is smaller than the third 
width.
